<ew are those today whose fath- 
were Texas Colonists and few 
those today who themselves 
feeglit as the flower of the Confed­ 
eracy but honor be to them and 
fcenor be to theirs for men of that 
kind sire a race that will maintain 
the liberty of the world and the 
stability of the American Govern­ 
ment. 
Capt. Jessie Austin Holman who 
with his good wife last week eele- 
^ ited their golden wedding day 
Is one of these men. 
Jesse Burham a native of the 
mountains of Kentucky came to 
Texas in 1822 settling at Independ ] 
-ence then among the two or three 1 
towns of Texas. 
Here 011 March 
22 1822 was born the woman who 
was destined to become the wife! 
of George T. Holman. 
j 
George T. Holman a native of 
Virginia landed in Texas at Gal­ 
veston April 21 1836 in all proba­ 
bility while the battle of San J a ­ 
cinto was in progress. 
Ere long 
the hand of fate led him to meet 
Miss Burham and four years later 
in 1840 they were married and set­ 
tled 
near Lagrange.

On June 4th 1842 Jesse Austin 
llolman was born while Texas was

to manhood his mother dying in | 
1848 and when the war between 
the states broke out among the 
first to enlist was the subject of 
our story. He in listed at San Mar­ 
cos under the Heroic Tom Grqcp 
and was mustered regularly into 
T erry ’s Rangers, the flower of the 
. Texas Brigades, at Houston. This 
AAlrigade consisted of 1100 of the 
choicest young men of the state, 
only 40 of the 1100 being married 
and under the most daring leaders 
thkt wore the gray. 
He fought in the army ot the 
W est throughout the war and was 
in every battle 
of 
consequence 
save Missionary Ridge at which 
time he had been sent across Alle- 
ghanies. 
At Murfeesboro he was 
captured and spent three months 
in prison and 011 being exchanged 
April 4 1863 in Virginia lie was 
sent back to his command only to 
find that they bad not engaged 
in a single fight during bis absence. 
Even to the bitter end was in the 
fight being under Joseph E. John­ 
ston during the time he faced Sher 
man and tried to impede the prog­ 
ress of that barbaric march. 
As 
a cavalryman his fell the lot to 
serve a great deal of the time eith­ 
er as a picket or clearing commun­ 
ications and as a consequence his 
was a continuous fight through­ 
out the war. T erry’s rangers left 
Texas 1100 strong and during the 
Htruegle recruited 600 more and 
surrendered 2.50 strong.

the time Capt. Holman never miss­ 
ed a roll call (except when in pm* 
on/'r detailed) and was never fore 
e / ¿0 go to a hospital and in fact

The young couple set out to 
build their lifes fortune together 
settling in Lafayette co. where 
they resided until 1881 when they 
moved to Concho county coming 
to Comanche county in |882 where 
Mr. Holman went to work as dep­ 
uty Surveyor under Mr. Hill. He 
was subsequently elected to the 
office himself and served as such 
for six years after which he en­ 
tered the real estate and loan busi 
ness being as far as we know the 
pioneer reality man of the county. 
Mr. and Mrs. Holman are par­ 
ents of seven children, Mrs. Nettie 
Burks, Mrs. Earl Cunningham, J. 
R. Holman of Comanche, Ned Hol­ 
man of Guthrie, Nat llolman of 
Del Rio, Miss Lottie and Folts IIol 
man of Comanche.
